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COUNCIL CASH HELPS 
KEEP BUSES ON ROAD 


THE Vale Council has received 
a Bus Services Support Grant 
(BSSG) of £363,809 from the 
Welsh Government to support 
local bus services for the 
2016/2017 financial year. 

This sum represents a slight fall 
from the previous year, when the 
council received £366,347, and it looks 


as if bus services in Cowbridge will 
continue to receive support. 

In Cowbridge, the X2 service (from 
Cardiff to Porthcawl via Cowbridge 
and Bridgend) will receive £42,320 as 
a grant to continue its seven-day-a- 
week service. 

Over in Llantwit Major, bus services 
will be supported to the tune of 
£218,622 over the next year.

The car owner was 
told the following day 
about the scratch on her 
car, which she was 
unaware of, but 
contacted me and I 
asked her to take her car 
to Good As New, a local 
repair shop for a 
quotation. She refused to 
do this and instead 
insisted on taking the car 
to the BMW agent, who 
sent it to a repairer. 


The people at Good 
As New said, as the 
damage was obviously a 
scrape, the cost of repair 
for both vehicles would 
be about the same. The 
damage to my car was 
repaired for £250 and 
when I received the bill 
for the other car it was 
£863.70. 

I am a 79-year-old 
pensioner and could not 
afford that amount of 
money, and had to refer 
it to my insurance 
company, which they 
sorted out. 

However, when my 
insurance was due for 
renewal, my insurance 
company refused to re¬ 
insure me, and I had to 
find another insurance 
company, which almost 
tripled my premium, and 
caused me endless 
trouble getting my car 
insured. 

There is only one 
consolation, and that is 
'what goes around 
comes around’ and I am 
sure one day the lady 
concerned will be repaid 
in kind.

‘Canned herrings, nuts 
and other euromyths’ 


1 READ with 
amusement the 
letter last week 
from Barrie V 
Evans regarding 
the EU, nuts, and 
canned herrings; 
one thing you can 
never accuse 
Brexiteers of is 
letting the facts 
ruin a good story! 

Although his 
euromyth can be 
rebuffed by fact, he 
inadvertently highlights 
a major benefit of the 
EU and that is pan¬ 
continent protection of 
its citizens through 
consumer law. 

Each year in the UK, 
10 people die and 
thousands are 
hospitalised through 
anaphylactic shock 
caused by the ingestion 
of allergens. Eor 
sufferers (and it is 
predominantly children 
who are affected) full 
and detailed knowledge 
of what they are 
intending to eat is not 
just of passing interest 
but literally a matter of 
life or death. 

The claim that all nut 
packaging must contain 
the statement 'contains 
nuts’ is, of course, 
untrue - check for 
yourselves! The 
regulation is clear. If 
you are simply selling 
the nuts themselves, it is 
enough to say what the 
product is - ie 
‘almonds’, ‘Brazil nuts’, 
or whatever. 


If the goods are not 
prepacked, the seller is 
required to inform the 
purchaser, usually by 
notification on a loose 
package, what he has 
purchased. Not 
unreasonable, you may 
think? 

The issue regarding 
the canned herrings is, 
well, a red herring 
really! The low-cost 
supermarket in question 
was not forced to 
remove the cans because 
they did not include the 
words 'contains fish’, 
but because they did not 
list any ingredients, 
some of which were 
allergens, in English - so 
customers were unable 
to check ingredients. 
"Why worry, anyway?” 
you say. "Surely the 
only content is the fish 
itself?” 

Not so! Check any 
such can and you will 
see it contains, amongst 
other things, 
preservatives, additives, 
and colourings, some of 
which may be allergens. 

Also, if you are 
required to list all 
ingredients, it would 
seem stupid not to 
include the main content 
of the can. 

You would be pretty 
surprised if you picked 
up a tin of pilchards and 
on checking the 
ingredients were 
informed there was 
apparently no fish 
inside. Trust me - 
somebody would sue! 

Of course, euromyths 
have been peddled 


around by the anti-EU 
brigade since the union’s 
inception. Usually 
generated by tabloid 
newspapers, they are 
accepted as fact by the 
gullible, and perpetuated 
as such. 

There have been 
many, of course... We 
were all going to have to 
drive on the right hand 
side of the road (maybe 
not such a bad idea 
when most under 25 s 
and over 75s seem to do 
so, anyway!). 

We also had the 
falsehoods about straight

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St George and the Dragon 
at Llancarfan explained 



THE Cowbridge 
U3A history group 
was given a talk at 
the May meeting 
byMadeleine Gray, 
Professor of 

Ecclesiastical 
History at the 
University of south 
Wales, Newport. 

Among her areas of 
expertise are medieval 
and early modern Welsh 
history, church history 
and medieval Welsh 
tomb carvings; she is one 
of Wales’s foremost 
history scholars. 

Professor Gray’s 
illustrated talk centred on 
the medieval wall 
painting of St George and 
the dragon at St Cadoc’s 
church at Llancarfan. 

This was the first 
picture revealed 

underneath the 

whitewash in 2008 and is 
notable for its size, 
completeness and the 
vividness of the colour. 

The huge figure of St 
George is depicted 
stabbing the dragon, 
whose head extends 
round the adjacent 
window frame, while the 
horse almost seems to be 


bursting out of the wall. 

The scene has 

associated characters: a 
king and queen watching 
from a castle, the Virgin 
Mary bestowing her 

blessing on St George, 
and a princess with a 
lamb. Compared to the 
other figures, the 

princess is poorly-drawn. 

Professor Gray 

wondered if this was the 
work of the artist’s less- 
talented apprentice. 
There is even a man 

peeking out of a castle 
window, whose 

significance may never 
be known. 

As the dragon has long 
been the national 
emblem of Wales, it 
would appear to be 
strange to see it being 
subdued (if not slain) by 
a knight who is known as 
the patron saint of 
England (even if 
Llancarfan was an 
anglicised area). 

However, Prof Gray 
gave examples of similar 
depictions in Wales, 
including one at the 
church in Llanmaes. 
There was even a shrine 
to St George near 
Abergele, which was a

pilgrimage destination. 

It appears that St 
George was not adopted 
officially as England’s 
patron saint until the 16th 
Century. 

The date of the wall 
paintings is based on the 
dress of some of the 
characters depicted and 
is broadly that of the late 
15 th Century, while 
experts consider the 
armour of the knight to 
be of an earlier design. 

The saddle of his 
charger may well be 14th 
Century style. It could 
be that the artist was 
attempting to show St 
George galloping out of 
history to save the 
present from danger. 

Professor Gray argued 
that the painting was 
quite probably 

undertaken during the 
reign of Henry VII, a 
monarch with both Welsh 
and English ancestry, 
who was known to foster 
the cult of St George (the 
king owned a relic of the 
saint, reputedly a piece of 
his leg bone). 

The scene is an 
allegory showing his 
English supporters that 
the Welsh are under 
control, while 


confirming that his 
Welsh connections are 
still important to him. 

The single ostrich 
feather near the horse’s 
head may well be a 
reference to Henry’s 
eldest son, Arthur, Prince 
of Wales, whose tomb 
has a similar carving. 

The story is well- 
known; Arthur died, aged 
only 15, and his brother, 
Henry (the future Henry 
VIII) married his widow, 
Catherine of Aragon. It 
was Henry’s failed 
attempt to have a divorce 
from Catherine ratified 
by the Pope that resulted 
in the Reformation. 

Protestant theology 
caused the ‘blotting out’ 
of religious images in 
churches and so the wall 
paintings at Llancarfan 
were whitewashed over, 
to remain hidden for over 
450 years. 

To see the paintings, 
Llancarfan church is 
open every day until June 
22, when the 
conservationists return 
and public access will be 
stopped, to control the 
temperature and 

humidity during the on¬ 
going restoration work.

“ It has obstructed the proposed 
route of a footpath to the school, 
and with parents parking on either 
side of the road, it will force 
children to walk in the middle of 
the road.”

is booming. The Vale’s 
chief town is restored as 
south Wales’ iconic 
seaside location. 

Henry Banter, the 
fairground operator, and 
all those who are 
working so hard to turn 
that recently derelict 
site into a powerful 
tourist draw, deserve 
huge credit. 

As do the Barry 
Island traders, who 
didn’t desert the Island 
in less profitable 
downturn years and 
have invested and 
updated their businesses 
into real assets for the 
town; creating jobs and 
boosting our local 
economy. 

Coachloads of 
people, more than have 


arrived on the Island for 
decades, are turning up 
on the weekends. The 
word has got out across 
the country that the 
fairground is back, and 
so is Barry Island. 

With Mr Banter 
aiming to invest £20 
million as he rebuilds 
the attraction, we have 
solid grounds to believe 
that this engine of 
Barry’s renewed 
tourism success will 
only become more 
powerful. 

There is, however, 
far more to do on the 
Island to ensure that it 
reaches its full potential 
and brings the town, 
triumphant, to the glory 
of its heyday. 

Firstly, we need to 
take advantage of the 
economic conditions 


created by the UK 
Government’s long-term 
economic plan and 
secure substantial 
private investment. 

I want to work with 
all key stakeholders, to 
ensure that the Nell’s 
Point site is used for a 
high-quality, year- 
round, visitor-pulling 
location. The site, 
currently a car-park, has 
some of the best views 
in the UK and thus 
enormous potential. 

Secondly, but by no 
means less important, is 
transport infrastructure. 
The development of the 
Nell’s Point site 
shouldn’t mean a 
reduction in parking 
spaces. The car remains 
the most important 
mode of visitor 
transport. 


There is scope for 
those spaces to be 
replaced elsewhere on 
the Island - I have 
suggested adding an 
additional story in the 
style of the Mermaid 
Quay car park in 
Cardiff Bay. 

Whatever local 
people and businesses 
decide is the correct 
way to replace the 
parking spaces, plans 
must get under way 
around the same time as 
the Nell’s Point car park 
is closed to minimise 
the potential for parking 
chaos. 

On the subject of 
road infrastructure, the 
Island still awaits the 
completion of the link 
road to the Waterfront. 
This road, which the

IN the early hours 
of last Thursday, 
Cowhridge under- 
13s left for a much 
anticipated short 
tour to Toulon, in 
the sun-kissed 
south of France.

part in the game. 

The walking 
wounded included 
lestyn Pithers and 
Morgan Thomas, both 
on the receiving end of 
some committed 
running by the French 
backs. 

The post-match 
hospitality by was most 
welcome, with Harry 
Whitaker giving a well 
received thank-you 
speech in fluent French, 
and club trophies 
exchanged. 

Saturday was an 
early start, with kick off 
at 10am at another local 
club - Rugby Club Du 
Pay Six Foumais. 

Before the match started 
both teams lined up and 
sang their national 
anthems, which were 
blasted out on the 
ground PA system - a 
really nice touch by our 
genial hosts. 

A thriller of a game 
followed, with both 
sides playing fast, open 
rugby, again in warm 
conditions, but on a 
firm verdant pitch. 

There was a greater 
parity in terms of age 
and size with this side, 
but they still managed 
to field an enormous, 
6’3”, 14 stone ‘man- 
mountain’ of a prop, 
though he was felled by 
fearless tackles from the 
diminutive Tom 
O’Connor and Elis 
Greenwood on several 
occasions. Charlie Lock 
also put in a cracker of 
a tackle on one of the 
big French runners. 


However, the French

Shortly after, strong

supporters alike. 

There followed an 
after match reception on 
the club roof terrace, 
and a prearranged 
surprise visit from 
Leigh Halfpenny which 
was a thrill for both sets 
of players (and dads!). 

Lee spent over an 
hour signing shirts, 
having photos and 
chatting. He generously 
gave his time, which we 
all were grateful for - a 
true ambassador for 
Welsh/French rugby. 

We had time for one 
last visit to the beach 
and a farewell dinner 
(and late night) sing 
song (Paul Greenwood 
on the banjo again!), 
before it was time to 
hastily pack and leave 
early on Sunday 
morning. 

What a great trip. It 
was a ‘coming of age’ 
experience for many of 


the lads, who will hold 
many fond memories of 
their French sojourn.

Penarth-based 
photographer, Gareth 
Jarvis, who turned his 
back on modern digital 
photography, preferring 
instead to use traditional 
equipment from the 
1800s and early 1900s. 
The live demonstration 
was simply 
mesmerising. 

Gareth’s skill in 
pouring the chemicals, 
his patience in framing 
his subjects (upside 
down and back to front 
of course!) and the final 
fixing to reveal the 
picture ‘magically’ 
before our eyes was 
something special.

Airport goes 
for growth 
- as Flybe 
figures soar 


FIGURES released 
by Flybe on June 1 - 
the first anniversary 
of the airline Flybe 
opening its two- 
aircraft base at 
Cardiff Airport - 
show that 334,000 
passengers flew with 
the airline from 
Wales’ national 
airport over the past 
12 months. 

The figure equates to

Flybe 
increased its route 
network from four to 
16 destinations and 
based two Embraer

same period. 

Routes offered by 
Flybe include Cardiff, 
London City, Milan, 
Paris, Geneva and 
Dublin. 

The airline also 
added special ‘football 
flights’ to Bordeaux, 
Toulouse and Paris for 
key Euro 2016 
matches. 

Flybe states that the 
growth of its network 
has generated more 
than 50 jobs including 
pilots and cabin crew. 

It also claimed that 
the introduction of new 
routes and added 
capacity contributed to 
12 consecutive months’ 
passenger growth at 


Cardiff Airport, with 
passenger numbers 26 
per cent up for the 
rolling year to just over 
1.270 million.

The 
Nice Guys, sees him 
take on double duty 
again, writing with 
Anthony Bagarozzi; the 
film stars Ryan Gosling 
and Russell Crowe as 
Holland March and 
Jackson Healy as 
private eyes, who are 
hired to look into the 
death of a porn star in 
1970s Los Angeles. 
When they look 


deeper, they get caught 
up in the disappearance 
of a young girl 
(Margaret Qualley) and 
things soon start 
spiralling out of 
control... 

Given his forte lies 
primarily in making 
films where odd-couple 
relationships are 
formed, sometimes 
begrudgingly, in order 
to achieve a greater 
good, Shane Black 
hasn’t deviated greatly 
from the template he 
created all those years 
ago with Lethal 
Weapon. 

However, the notion 
that The Nice Guys 
would be just another 
retread of former glories 
is one that should be 
disabused, for while it 
has all the hallmarks of 
Black’s work, it is as 
fresh and exhilarating a 
film as you are likely to 
see this year. 

The joy comes in the 
casting, in particular 
that of Ryan Gosling 
and Russell Crowe; 
neither known for their 
funny bones, but dig 
deeper and you’ll see 
that when they do get 
the urge to tickle it, the 
results are pretty good. 
Gosling in Crazy, 

Stupid Love and Crowe 
in the Ridley Scott- 
curio A Good Year. 

Their ability to work 
both ends of the 
spectrum comes up 
trumps here, the film 
neither an out and out 
comedy, nor a serious 


crime drama, instead 
finding common ground 
in the middle and 
exploiting it to superb 
effect. 

Gosling’s 
performance, in 
particular, is one of the 
best turns you are likely 
to see this year, the sort 
that awards are made 
for; smoothly moving 
between slapstick 
comedy and heartfelt 
touches, March is a 
shady, bumbling yet 
irrepressibly engaging 
character that Gosling 
brings to life incredibly 
well (witness his 
exchange with a dancer 
about his ability to act 
for an incredible laugh- 
out-loud moment) and 
truly shines throughout. 

Crowe’s character is, 
on the surface, the sort 
of good-natured bruiser 
that you often find in 
crime films, yet thanks 
to the actor’s turn and 
the scriptwriting, you 
find layers in the 
character which makes 
Healy far more rounded 
than you would expect, 
the recollection of an 
intervention in a diner 
which brought him local 
fame highlighting his 
desire to do the right 
thing (and do it 
unflinchingly). 

The parent-child 
relationship of March 
and his daughter Hollie 
is also beautifully 
played out, with young 
Angourie Rice more 
than matching her more 
experienced co-stars

The end (after 62 years) for 

cin iconic community project

O NE of the Vale’s longest-lasting 
traditions, which began in 1953 - 
the year of the Queen’s 
accession - has ended “with all colours 
flying” - 62 years later on her 90th 
birthday. 

The Best Kept Village competition (BKV), 
which at its height drew enthusiastic entries from 
every corner of the Vale of Glamorgan - has 
finally called it a day. The purpose of the 
competition was to help to preserve the rural 
character of the Vale against destructive urban 
encroachment and to encourage individual villages 
to take more pride in their great traditions. 

The competition was organised so that even the 
smallest, most unpretentious village stood an equal 
chance of recognition with a village noted for its 
natural beauty or architectural features. 

Although they are ending the competition with a 
heavy heart, the volunteer organisers are proud to 
look back at the history of a high-profile annual 
event that once drew local villages and hamlets 
together in friendly rivalry - an expression of 
community spirit that, sadly, is now being lost 
amid the pressures of modern life. 

One man with a uniquely intimate knowledge of 
the competition, which began in 1953 with the 
presentation of the DC Jones Cup by a Barry 
businessman, is Basil Watkins, who was involved 
over the years in every capacity, ranging from 
volunteer helper to chairman and, finally, 
president.. 

He recalled; “My family moved to Pendoylan 
shortly after the competition started and we were 
struck by the enthusiasm of the villagers. The 
clerk to the parish council, Billy Williams, came 
round to see us and urged us to get involved. 

“There was a meeting at The Red Lion and my 
wife and two boys were roped in, too. In those 
days, planning the campaign for the competition 
started very early, and everyone was assigned 
tasks. 

“The important thing, of course, was that within 
a month we knew everyone in the village. It was 
the commitment of everyone that I enjoyed most. 

“I can remember that one day, a lady called 
Olive Jenkins, who was a cleaner at the primary 
school, was picking up a cigarette end on the 
village green, when a car driver pulled up and 
offered her a pack of cigarettes!” 

Basil got the bug when his village, Pendoylan, 
won that year. He said: “In those days, the 
presentation was in The Bear at Cowbridge, but I 
remember taking the cup back to The Red Lion 
where there was a huge party!” 

It was a time when around 18 villages would 
enter, so it was a big deal for Pendoylan. When 
the winner’s plaque was installed, the community 
organised a day of celebrations, with a village fair, 
police dog demonstrations and VIP guests. 

Wynford Vaughan Thomas was one notable. 

With so many villages entering, the honours 
would be shared around quite a bit; the first seven 
years saw seven different winners, and St Nicholas, 
in 1960, was the first to win it twice. 

Pendoylan may have managed only one win in 
the first 13 years, but they made up for it, 
becoming the ‘winningest team’ (as the Americans 
say), notching 16 victories. 

Llanmaes did not win until 1973, but they are in 
second place, with a total of eight victories. 
Another village that took a while to get going was 
Gileston, who didn’t win until 1976, but then won 
four times in a row. They went quiet then until 
2013, when they won for a fifth time. 

A big moment for the BKV was when Prince 
Charles expressed an interest in the competition, 
and asked to visit a village. Pendoylan was 
selected and the Palace security team descended on 
the village, prior to Prince Charles arriving by 
helicopter - to be greeted by the primary school 
choir. 


After a lengthy stint on the management 
committee, Basil became chairman, a post he 
passed on to Irena Wasilewska several years ago. 

The management committee brought in a 
number of innovations over the years, and Basil 
remembers fondly the schools’ competition. This 
fitted in well with the curriculum, and a number of 
schools have created vegetable gardens that are 
tended by the pupils - either selling the produce 
for school funds or serving the vegetables in the 
school canteen. 

Another innovation was giving villages a chance 
to enter a ‘village feature’ - which encouraged 
communities to either enhance an existing feature, 
or create a new one. 

Yet another change involved adopting something 
from the Eurovision Song Contest, with the 
winners of one year hosting the presentation dinner 
the following year! 

However, despite the innovations, the organisers 
had to acknowledge that the numbers entering 
were falling away, with fading interest and 
commitment. 

A special feature in The GEM urgently 
highlighted the need for more entries, and the 
management committee put together small teams 


of volunteers, who went out to ‘sell’ the event. 
Nevertheless, in its final year, the BKV attracted 
just four entries. 

Basil said that the management committee were 
“not getting any younger”, and they had to 
acknowledge that times had changed. 

He added sadly; “Business has changed, and so 
has family life, and it seems that the BKV doesn’t 
fit in with the requirements of modem life. I think, 
though, we have left a legacy as a result of the 
schools’ competition - and that is something we 
can be proud of. 

“The Best Kept Village began the year that 
Queen Elizabeth ascended to the throne, and we 
are calling it a day as Her Majesty celebrates her 
90th birthday.” 

The final decision was made in view of 
declining support among the villages. Only four 
representatives turned up for a meeting to discuss 
this year’s competition and only four entries, the 
lowest ever in its history, had been received. 

While many people might agree that six decades 
was a good innings... there will also be lasting 
regret over the passing of one of the Vale of 
Glamorgan’s most iconic institutions.

The volunteers 
are trained by the WAS 
to administer basic first 
aid skills, administer 
oxygen therapy, 
cardiopulmonary 
resuscitation and the use 
of a defibrillator. 

Located in Cardiff 
bay, Cardiff International 
Pool’s £23 million centre 
opened in 2008 and has 
over 650,000 visitors 
each year. 

A CPR training course 
was provided by WAS 
trainer and paramedic 
Jason Sadler, who 
commented: “It’s great 
to have CPR teams 
anywhere across Wales, 
and of course they are 
particularly helpful in 
locations where there is 
a large footfall, as in the 
case of Cardiff 
International Pool. 

“We provide CPR 
training ‘in situ’ so all 
we need are a couple of 


rooms and eager and 
enthusiastic trainees. 

The Cardiff international

NEWS IN BRIEF 
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WILL THE ECCENTRIC CHELSEA FLOWER 
SHOW GARDENS INFLUENCE JOE PUBLIC? 


S UBTLE planting, soft blue, gentle 
pinks and white palettes, plus a 
focus on naturalistic designs and a 
strong health and wellbeing message 
formed a big part of Chelsea Flower 
Show this year. 

So, what trends will we be taking home? There’s 
no shortage of possibilities, says Sarah Eberle, who 
won Gold for her Viking Cruises Mekong Garden 
and also the Best Artisan Garden title. 

She said: “We are looking at subdued tones. All 
the gardens and their plantings are quite 
naturalistic. They’re not full of blousy plantings. 

“We are looking to understand native plants and 
to protect them. There’s suddenly value in the 
ordinary things that are around us.” 

The LG Smart Garden plantings would be quite 
easy to replicate, she says. 

“It’s easy on the eye to use a soft palette. If you 
use things stronger in colour, it’s more difficult

because it draws attention to things. So, without a 
designer eye on how to use strong colour, you can 
make mistakes. 

“With these paler, softer colours you can’t make 
many mistakes. It all blends together and is 
harmonious,” says Eberle. 

The designer Hay Joung Hwang’s stunning 
display for LG featured Digitalis purpurea f. 
albiflora, with Rosa ‘Natasha Richardson’, 
Eremurus robustus. Iris ‘Jane Phillips’ and Salvia 
bullulata, but there are plenty more soft-coloured 
combinations which could add that natural and 
romantic look at home. 

‘Hard power’ landscaping - the sharp, 
contemporary urban-style hard landscaping - is 
being surpassed by landscaping which 
complements the plants, rather than the other way 
round. Briza grasses were in abundance at Chelsea 
this year, as natural plantings took centre stage. 

“The ‘lifestyle’ garden has become a quite subtle 
environment to be in,” she observes. 

Another theme which may take off is using 
gardening as a way to alleviate stress and planting 
plants with health-giving properties. 

Aspects of a wellbeing plot, like ‘Queen of 
Herbs’ Jekka McVicar’s Modern Apothecary 
garden, could add style and substance to borders in 
many gardens. 

“Herbs such as lavender and thyme are not only 
good for animals, but also us,” says Eberle. 
Terracotta pots filled with lavender are ideal for 
cottage gardens, while certain varieties such as 
Lavandula angustifolia ‘Munstead’ are great 
fragrant evergreens to edge a path. 

Lavender will grow in any soil, provided it is 


well drained and is best in full sun, but will grow in 
partial shade. 

Thyme, another pretty garden stalwart, needs 
planting in a sunny spot in poor, well-drained soil, 
so if you’re having a go at replicating some of 
McVicar’s thyme combinations and don’t have that 
type of soil, work in lots of grit or grow them in a 
raised bed or containers. 

Diarmuid Gavin’s British Eccentrics Garden, 
with all its moving plants, may set a trend on 
people adopting some ‘Heath Robinson’ quirky 
additions. 

“Compared to previous years, the focus was on 
fun rather than pomp, such as the moving British 
Eccentrics Garden and Bowden Hostas’ Pullman 
Train,” Eberle observes. 

“You can add your own sense of fun by always 
having a sense of humour when you’re gardening 
and not taking it too seriously. Even a comic 
feature or a garden gnome will do the job.” 

More naturalised and wild landscapes are 
features which amateurs may be copying in their 
own gardens, she adds. 

Bee-friendly wildflower meadows, edible plants 
in pots and insect walls were all in evidence, along 
with a general feeling that we should be mindful 
that gardens need to adapt to their environments, as 
demonstrated in the L’Occitane Garden, a 
recreation of the beauty of the harsh yet varied 
landscape of Provence. 

“Native planting is good for our native wildlife. 
There’s still an increasing trend to introduce plants 
which are good for our butterflies and bees, and 
providing food for moths and caterpillars. 

“There’s a place for building bug walls and other 


elements which allow wildlife to thrive.” 

If we are to follow in Chelsea’s footsteps, we 
will be creating gardens featuring all manner of 
plants with health-giving properties, trying to 
attract wildlife and which look natural, not too 
forced or formal, with schemes which are easy on 
the eye - and relaxing on the mind. 

BEST OF THE BUNCH - Foxglove 

The digitalis, whose scientific name means 
‘finger-like’ because of the ease with which a 
flower of D. purpurea can be fitted over a fingertip, 
is a common sight in this country, growing 
everywhere from railway sidings, to wildflower 
meadows or standing tall in beds and borders. 

These biennials grow easily in most gardens in 
moist but well-drained soil in dappled shade. In the 
first year they produce large rosettes of oval¬ 
shaped, deep green leaves followed, in early 
summer the next year, by a tall spire of flowers. 

They look best when planted in groups in front 
of a dark background of shrubs or in dappled 
woodland. Perennial foxgloves include D. 
grandiflora, a smaller pale yellow version of the 
more familiar purple foxglove. 

GOOD ENOUGH TO EAT - thinning fruit 
Fruit trees, including apples, pears and plums, 
tend to produce a lot of fruit. If you leave all the 
little fruitlets on the trees, it will result in a harvest 
of smaller, misshapen fruits because the tree can’t 
give them enough nutrients to flourish. 

So, at this time of year you need to thin them 
even in addition to those which naturally fall off, 
known as the June drop. 

Reduce the number of dessert apples and pears 
until each fruit is at least 10-15cm apart, while 
plums can be thinned to 8-10cm apart.

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^Mettre sur le footbair 
as Euro 2016 begins! 


F orget ‘Brexit’... the real 
debate is who is going to 
win Euro 2016! 

While the issue of ‘in or out’ is 
grabbing headlines, all eyes will be on 
Europe for a slightly different reason 
come June 10, as the 2016 European 
Championships kick off in Paris. 

The tournament is the first since the 
number of teams in the tournament 
has risen from 16 to 24; the question is 
whether the championships resemble 
this season’s Premier League, as the 
normal order is disturbed, or will the 
usual suspects be in the running to lift 
the trophy come July 10 in the Stade 
de Erance. 

There are six groups of four teams, 
with the top two teams of each group 
and the four best third-placed teams 
qualifying for the knockout stages, and 
while British eyes will be focused on 
the interests of the home nations (apart 
from Scotland, who failed to qualify), 
there are plenty of intriguing match¬ 
ups elsewhere. 

Group A sees the Erench hosts 
matched up against Romania, Albania 
and Switzerland; Erance should ease 
through this group, having impressed 
in their build-up for the tournament - 
however, cast your mind back to the 
2002 World Cup where, as the holders, 
they failed to make it out of a group 
consisting of Denmark, Uruguay and 
Senegal. 

That should mean there is a chase 
for second place, one that should be 
between Switzerland and the quietly- 
impressive Albania - perhaps the latter 
may just have a little too much street 
smarts for the Swiss. 

Group B is the one that has most of 
Britain salivating, as England and

Wales battle it out with Russia and 
Slovakia for qualification. Given the 
opportunities for third-placed teams, 
there is no reason why both home 
nations shouldn’t make it out of the 
group, but their eastern European 
rivals certainly won’t make it easy for 
them. 

England will be the favourites, but 
their notorious slow starts at 
tournaments could play into the other 
teams’ hands, while Wales, 
spearheaded by Gareth Bale, will want 
to start the tournament against 
Slovakia with a bang if they are to 
finish in the automatic qualification 
spots. 

In Group C, World Cup holders 
Germany face Ukraine, Poland and 
Northern Ireland in what is, for the 
Irish, perhaps the worst group they 
could have found themselves in. Both 
Germany and Poland will be jockeying 
for top spot, and with Ukraine being 
no pushovers themselves, it is unlikely 
that Northern Ireland will find 
themselves in action after the 
conclusion of the group stage - but 
stranger things have happened! 

Group D sees the current European 
champions Spain go up against the 
Czech Republic, Turkey and Croatia in 
what could be described generously as 
a group of death. While on paper 
Spain should prosper, they are not the 
side that won this tournament four 
years ago and the other three teams 
will fancy their chances against the 
waning Spaniards. 

Turkey have been on a fine run of 
form of late, their friendly defeat 


against England their first loss in 18 
months, as have Croatia, while the 
Czech Republic, probably the weakest 
team in the group on paper, are more 
than capable of upping their game. 

Group E sees the tasty proposition of 
Belgium and Italy going up against 
each other, with Republic of Ireland 
and Sweden making up the rest of the 
group. While the former teams should 
negotiate the group stage with ease, the 
latter teams will certainly not give 
them a free pass; Martin O’Neill’s 
Republic will provide tricky opposition 
while the Zlatan Ibrahimovich-led 
Swedes might not pull up any trees, 
but, with the self-proclaimed ‘king’ 

(and possible future Manchester 
United player) leading the line, could 
spring a surprise or two. 

Last, but not least. Group E 
comprises of Portugal, Iceland, Austria 
and Hungary, with the Ronaldo- 
powered Portugese favourites - but 
only just. Iceland made it out of their 
group by pipping the Netherlands, and 
as such have the guile (and the skills of 
Swansea’s Gylfi Sigurdsson) to cause 
problems; Austria topped their 
qualifying group and shouldn’t be 
discounted, while Hungary are ending 
their 44 year wait to compete in the 
Euros. They may be the poor relation 
in the group, but could have a say in 
who makes it into the knockout stage. 

So an exciting tournament is ahead, 
and it all begins on June 10 at St-Denis 
as Erance take on Romania. 

Predictions? Expect the winner to be 
one of Germany, Italy, France or 
Belgium and (in home interests) Wales 
and England to make it out of the group 
stage - now ‘mettre sur le football’!

Penarth take 
revenge on

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FLYING THE FLAG 
FOR WALES! 


Swedish loss not the best warm-up... 

but the real test starts on Saturday! 


I T seemed almost kismet that 
Wales should end their 
warm-up for the European 
Championships in Sweden, the 
same country where, 58 years 
previously, they had given such 
a good account of themselves 
before, sans John Charles, being 
beaten by a Pele goal as Brazil 
marched towards their first 
World Cup triumph. 

The ensuing 58 years have been far 
kinder to the Brazilians than to Wales (a 
history that requires no delving into), 
but with Wales seemingly having turned 
a comer, there is no reason to believe 
that the future for Chris Coleman's men 
is as bright as the yellow shirts worn by 
their opposition all those years ago. 

It was another kind of yellow that 
provided the opposition on Sunday, that 
of Sweden, led by the indomitable 
y^atan Ibrahimovich. Having also _ 


qualified for the Euros, the main pull of 
this game (where the emphasis would be 
on avoiding injuries) was the possibility 
of Zlatan facing off against Gareth Bale, 
two titans of the game who arguably 
have lifted their respective teams to the 
successes that they have achieved 
recently. As it turned out, the much- 
vaunted match-up failed to come to 
pass, Ibrahimovich substituted before 
Bale came on for Wales. 

By this stage, however, the match 
was seemingly gone, the Swedes 2-0 up 
against a Welsh team who had spent the 
majority of the game on the back foot. 
Bale’s entrance into the fray 
immediately seemed to boost Welsh 
confidence, and unsurprisingly the team 
looked a far greater threat with the Real 
Madrid forward orchestrating the 
attacks. 

A late goal for Sweden gave a final 
scoreline of 3-0, however, giving Welsh 
manager Chris Coleman plenty to 
ponder in advance of the first serious

game for Wales as they face the test of 
Slovakia in Bordeaux on Saturday. 

The Slovaks will be buoyed 
somewhat by the performance that 
Wales delivered in the opening hour at 
the Friends Arena, though will need no 
reminding that a Bale-led Welsh, in the 
full thrust of competitive football, will 
put in a much more intense shift than 
they did in this encounter. 

The warning signs were there early 
on, the clock barely registering a minute 
before Sweden got their first shot on 
target, and it was a performance that 
tested Wales’ first choice rearguard 
immensely, the influential Ibrahimovich 
keeping James Chester busy. 

Coleman will want to cut out the little 
mistakes in the build-up that cost Wales 
the goals, but will feel that his backline 
coped fairly well with the Swedish 


attack (albeit on the back of a 3-0 loss). 
What was clearly on show, and 
something that has been the case since 
Wales qualified for the European 
Championships, is that without Bale 
leading the line, the attack looks 
toothless and blunt. 

It was a hard shift with little reward 
for Sam Yokes, ploughing a furrow on 
his own in what seemed like a 5-4-1 
formation, while the likes of Johnny 
Williams, Andy King, David Vaughn 
and Aaron Ramsey worked hard but 
failed to make much headway. 

It wasn't until Bale was introduced 
that there was a cohesion to the Wales 
attack, and at that stage goals from the 
very-impressive Emil Forsberg and 
Mikael Lustig had put Sweden out of 
touch. That said. Bale was lively, always 
looking to go forward, and provided 
Wales with a much-needed burst of 
energy after a disjointed and lacklustre 
period to the game. 

While it was a game to get the 


rustiness out of the legs rather than a 
meaningful encounter, it’s still worth 
noting that this was a defeat, and for 
Wales it is now no wins in the four 
games since beating Andorra 2-0 in the 
final qualifying game. That these four 
games have seen Wales short of not just 
Bale, but Hal Robson-Kanu and other 
first-choice players offers some 
mitigating circumstances, but also 
reaffirms the fact that we are lacking 
strength-in-depth. 

Still, there is no reason for feeling 
downhearted (and certainly no reason 
for message board warriors to call for 
the sacking of Chris Coleman) - the 
games since qualification have been a 
learning curve and a chance for the 
younger players to get game time and 
give Coleman options for the future. 

The real tests will come thick and 
fast, starting in Bordeaux on Saturday 
evening; a win there will soon see this 
result forgotten - and set Wales up for 
the test of England on the front foot.
